Their B«Mae Was Acrmnpllshed. 

West Nantk!Okk, Pa., Fib. 10.— The 
three miners who were hoinnjed by 
wftter And nnppoMd to be drowned in 
No. S eolliery, at the Bnaqnetuum* Ooal 
eompanf. Ifut Wednesday afternoon, 
were rescned alive Monday morninu:. 
The names (jf th" men are: .'olin W. 
Rineer, Wiili;na ( rjiitie and AiiclKiel 
Slie'aiilt. Tlii-y ( oiild iioi hive livtd 
min h loiif^cr on ac ouiit of ti.e vc;;rcity 
of air. 

The men were found b,\ ilie ^min of 
rescuens at the top of a cross lieadiM>7, 
the highest j oint theyconld le.icli. and 
whieh vfiUi ojilv six !• Vt above tlie eleva- 
tion reached ny the l.o )d. Here they 
had waited in darkness and fxlixjiii, hut 
not withoui lioje f(jr rescue. 'I'hey 
could btm- the throbbing of tho great 
pumjiB, 0(10 feet away. 

It was not until after 2 o cI< ck ^fdU- 
day niornins that (je< irtre 1 ender man- 
aged to tliiat uiinn a rati ai iuss the 
water whicli yet tinr<l ihe bot'oni of the 
main f^an-way. The iniiuis. .n(>d men 
heard liim a.s he readied the .--iile they 
were on ?ind fanitly came thecry to loni: 
"We are up here, all aLve and wa.tmj^ 
for yon. " I'endel took up tlie j(>y()u.s 
shout and si'ut it iicross the water in 
thrilling mea iireK: "TheUMDMOfoand. 
They are .iiive. Alivt'."' 

Two othi r li.;nl\ laiiiers, Anthony 
Jones and \\ i;iiani lidwen. iit once 
plnn-rt d into 1 he murlvy abyss, wadin ; 
ami swimniini,' to the other side, and 
soon others fd'owed tl.em. The men 
were renclied luid bronglil diit i.i' 
the lie;idin;; to the main ,uan;jway. Millt 
w;is f,'iven to tlu ni a.s iiouvisliment, and 
at "i o'cloclt they were carried upoD the 
shoulders i)f the re>cners. 

When th-- le cutfrs cam ' t;) tlie men 
they were i-a] tnronsly ;;rei':cii. the three 
miners eml nicing and kif .-inu' them. 
The two lilt'e vill.iLres jh miss tlie river 
from hero, wlieie the men livt-d, ivie 
filknl with unspeakable joy over the 
rescue. 

The re«cue<i men were almost ex- 
hausted fr<im their 1 !.'> liuurs imprison- 
ment and v. ill require c. re td bring 
them throuKh. llieit snftcriiigs have 
l)een inietis'^, Imt they were bunyed up 
by the hop • of iK'iiig res< ued, and the 
outcrop woi kings beiiig fairly well veil* 
tilate^l, they \\ere abb- ti> secure ODOIIgh 
pure nir to ' eeji them ,ili\e. 

As the facts of the wonderlul ^e^;(•ue 
from the ( iraiid Tunn< l mine ha \ e be- 
come known ationt the minintr re;^iciiiH 
the people are intensely exc.led. The 
«xi:erience of the men is must tli! illin„'. 
Alter th y had leached a [ oint of i dia- 
parativc safety fr iin the Hood they 
toutid that only a slender piec*' of W"»)il 
served to i.eep i .-ick tons (jf hiose coal 
that h.id fallen into the month of the 
cross cut. When th<-y found the 
inclined cut in the vein and climbed up 
its almo-'t jierpendiciilar passage they 
managed to obtain a piece c if lLX)fii^ 
timber. Tiii« t'ley placed .icross the 
openii:g of tne tunnel, luiti, after getting 
it siifely lodited, ^tabed oputt It fer a 
seat. 

There they .-at on tbi^ iiii-cf of limln'r 
scarcely thiee inchis wide, for over foi r 
days, ^hii.d them was the immense 
body of coal lield in plac • by a sniiill 
piece of ••pr<jj),' and fearing to dislodge 
It the men ■ .-re I not even rest ai.rain«t it. 
In a short time their supply of o 1 gave 
out and thev were in tot.i! darkiie 8. 
Kineer, tlie most exjK'rieiic 'd of the 
men, WiW ub e to keep his head in their 
long impri o-iinent. but both ( 'ragel and 
Schilling at times btn-anie crar.e<l. Cra- 
^fel imagiiHHl he saw a mine cAr and 
jumjjed into the water to riile to the 
sloi-e wiih it. He wan rescued and got 
back to the j erch by Riueer. Schilling 
was more eiusily mmiMged bot ke wu 
sobbing coiL-tantly. 

Wedne.-diiy night i)as8"d and then 
Thur8<lay cume. and then the men lost 
track of the time. Tlie tir.-t welcome 
sound reiching their ears wius the 
••IHunk" of the pump. The first mes- 
sage between them and their re8<'uers 
reached them at :{ o'clixk yei^terday 
morning. The woik of reaching the im- 
pri.soned miners w.-u" daiingly acconi- 
iilislied by ( icorge l ender, who, wiieii 
lie found his i)rogres> stopi)e<l iiy low 
timlM'iH. di])ied his ratt un<ler them, 
following by diving.

Wasiiimiti IN. I'eb, 10, The fiioiix 
Indian de'.<T;aii'>ii held a con''erence wnh 
Conimi;.sioiie.- Morgan at U\' Imlai 
but tail ye. ti'i day. The coiiimi sioi.er 
made a few b.ief iima-li;! to the delega- 
tions in which he pn.mised t > v i^it tiieir 
agencies aad hones ne,»it 8i>iing. i.t- 
then in' reduced Senator Dawes, ol 
Massae/lu.^"t^•^, who told tlie Ind'atis 
how the hid. .uis laws wen- eti.icte I, how 
slight mi^-Uiki--. aiiil ends ions ( Ol. Id l.t 
ma'i -. lie told t.'.e:;! that if congre4> 
had failed to enact lawa which weri 
promise 1 he would be glad to have them 
mentioned. 

Senator Dawes told the Indians they 
should not blame t\ie government fur 
weather and failure of o.o:s. The gov- 
eminent ctmld not help tliis, but they 
c< uld help the Indian in many other 
ways. The government, he assured 
them, wauteil lo help them build houses 
at;d wi-uted to ttive them all kinds of 
agriculttirHl implements. He said that 
tne trioux nation would be the grenle t 
tribe on earth if they would co-operati 
wiih the government in s|jending the 
it!.!.OJO.CO(l they w<ntld soon receive. 

White UhoBt sui I that at a council of 
the Indians several nights ago they 
nnanimou'ly deci-led that military 
agents were not wanted. 

Little No lieart wanted large school 
houses built on their reservations foi 
the thorough civili/atioa of Indian 
children. i>e also wanted gtKMl civilian 
Indian ngent^ in- tend of military agent-. 

Commissi <ner Morgan at this point 
ptit the (jnesiion foi-mally to the Indians 
whether they Wi.nted civil or military 
agents. Lvery Indian in the de't gation. 
with the e.'jre; tion of Maj. SworU, said 
they wanted civil agents. 

IViad iicar. ot the Standing Bock 
agency, wanted the children raocated 
at home for the reason tliat when .it 
home they would educate the parents, 
ilad liear a»cnse<l the uiilitary anthi 
ties of inciting tmnble amimg the ii.
